Tke Treaty triih 


The Treaty procured by Commodore Perry, 


from the Japanese oBcisls, has been sent to 
the Senate of the United State., and eonnrmed. 
It provide* for the opening of tbe port* of 81- 
moda, on the Inland ef Wapakiang, on the great- 
er Loo Choo Iiland ; and of Cnlkadade, oo the 
Island of Yesso, near Matsmai, within the peri- 
od of twelve months. Simoda has been survey 
ed by Lieut. Bunt, of our Navy, and his report 
is that although small, the harbor i* easy ol 
access, and is a desirable station tor our wha- 
ling vwsel*. Provision* and assistance are to 
be supplied to all American vessel* visiting tbe 
coasts of Japan, and distressed American sea- 
men are to be protected. A treaty of com 
merce and a filed tariff between the two coun 
trie* are in prog re** of negotiation, and our re- 
lation* wltb this hitherto exclusive empire will 
thereby be placed on the firmest and most sat- 
isfactory footing 


A correspondent, of the New York Herald, 


write*: 


" The Squadron remain* upon the coast for 


some three months longer, to survey the harbor 
and make nnnl arrangements, after which we 
return to China. 
" You can form your own conclusions upon 


the results of our expedition, and Its future ef- 
fect upon our commerce. My own opinion is, 
that a long time must elapse before tbe trade 
will become valuable to our merchants. Rash 
speculation will be dangerous. Woollen goods 
and llqoors are the only articles which they 
seem to covet from us now. What the demand 
may be, when tbe wear and use of such things 
become general.it I* very difficult to *ay. Their 
silk* and crave* are indifferent, and curio*ity 
once satisfied on our part, would not sell in our 
market*. To out whaler* alone will our 'open- 
ing relation*' be useful, and the Importance of 
thi* fact I* so welt hnown that I do not care to 
mention it further. 


'• On the part of the Japanese Commissioner*, 
it was at flrat insisted upon that the U. State* 
Government should allow a treaty stipulating 
that no American lady should ever visit Japan. 
So preposterous a demand was not countenanced 
for a moment by our gallant Commodore. Who 
can Imagine tbe ferment which would have 
been excited In the United States, bad an arti- 
cle of thi* nature been Inserted in the treaty 
The news— 'No white ladies allowed to visit 
Japan,' would have been the occasion of fitting 
out another expedition to Japan. Ladies them- 
selves would have* commanded the expedition, 
and tbe Japanese would have been taught what 
they now seem partially convinced of— that 
America 1* a great country !"
